Mid East Of 
Soviet Intent

W'ABBINGTON IP—Secretary of 
State John 
Foster Dulles today 
warned the Middle East that Rus­ 
sia is trying to add that area to 
the Communist bloc. 
Dulles reiterated this country’s 
willingness to help the Middle East 
defend itself against Communist 
aggression 
or 
subversion. 
Such 
help, if requested, was authorized 
by Congress under the Middle East 
resolution adopted last March. 
Dulles* warning came after a 
conference with President Eisen 
bower. 
The secretary 
of state 
leaves this afternoon for Ankara, 
Turkey, to attend a melding of 
Hie anti com m unist Middle East 
nations in the Baghdad Pact. 
Dulles conferred with the Presi 
dent immediately after a meeting 
of the National Security Council 
over which Eisenhower presided.

Dulles said. “ The President has 
authorized me to express the deep 
concern of the United States for 
the security and economic devel 
opment of this part of the free 
world, and our constant and un 
wavering

ized by th* Baghdad Pact. 
“ The United States is fully con 
scious of the threat to the area 
which comes from the north,” he

Russia Tuesday had warned that 
acceptance by Baghdad Part na 
tions of \inerican missile bases 
could drag them into the horrors 
of nuclear war.

Traffic Snarled 
In Many Cities; 
l l Dead in Illinois 


By United Press 
The worst storm of the winter 
continued its march eastward to­ 
day, 
bringing freezing rain and 
gale for re winds to New England 
and New York state after dump- 
ing up to 18 inches of snow in the 
Midwest. 


The death toll from the three- 
day midwestern storm rose to 48. 
Kansas City, 
Mo., caught a 15- 
meh snowfall and nine deaths in 
the area were attributed to the 
storm, the worst in nearly So years. 
The snow, piling 18 inches deep 
at Odessa, M o, snarled air and 
ground traffic in many midwest­ 
ern cities. Some schools and busi­ 
nesses closed. 


With the shift of the storm cen­ 
ter northeastward, 
the Weather 
Bureau warned Interior New Eng­ 
land and upper New York state of 
rains ami freezing rains that would 
coat some areas with a dangerous 
glaze. 


Nome Heavy Rains 


A rush of warm air lifted warn­ 
ings of 8 inch snows in New Eng­ 
land. Boston expected a 50-degree 
reading during the day.

Last Tax Return

If you filed a 1956 Federal in­ 
come tax return and if there has 
been little or no change in your 
financial situation since, preparing 
your return for 1957 should be 
easy, if you kept a good, clear copy 
of last year’s statement. 
That was 
the word today from District Di­ 
rector, H. J. White of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
Even those whose income status 
changed 
measurably 
should still 
find last year’s Form 1040 or 1040A 
a pretty good guide toward moving 
right ahead with the 1957 version, 
little changed as to format anti not 
at all as to tax rates and regula 
tions. Mr. White observed. 
“ If a taxpayer does find that 
he’s got a problem, because of this 
or any other situation, we’re happy 
to provide telephone assistance to 
help him. Have your problem prop 
erly in mind, and on paper, with 
pen or pencil handy, and we’ll do 
our best to give you a quick, ac­ 
curate answer.” 
The instruction booklets, which 
accompany Forms 1040 and 1040A, 
are very helpful, Mr. White said. 
If needed more thorough informa­ 
tion is offered by such publications 
as Your Federal Income Tax; Tax 
Guide for Small Business, and the 
Farmers’ Tax Guide, widely avail­ 
able.

“ It was hard at first,” he explains

If I bum p into som eone, I d o n’t 
b oth er to explain th at Pm blind; 
I ju st say ‘Excuse me' and go ahead. 
My only real problem is bulldozers. 
Bulldozers (which are being used 
in

construction) 
keep me from hearing oncoming 
cars.” 


Deke likes to go lo movies and 
watch T V in his spare time. “That 
may sound funny,” he says “ but I 
can 
generally follow the action. 
Stereophonic 
sound

helps.” 
Also sharp on the academ ic side, 
he had th ree A ’s and a B last term . 
Using Braille books and a read er 
who also m akes tape recordings, 
he is cu rren tly carrying 17 hours 
(16 is average), including English, 
geography, m athem atics, education, 
and w restling.

“ Sure, there are disadvantages 
in being blind,” he said.

pinned, and I don’t know when to 
quit.” 
W hile w restling is hts favorite 
sport, he also likes to play b a sk et­ 
ball, participate in track 
events, 
pitch hatting practice, swim, and 
bowl (“ I score about 120 w hen I’m 
in practice.” ). 
Deke, who is 18, 
130-pounds and 5-9, says he likes 
SIU because “ people treat me like 
anyone else.”
